Something’s always wrong 
at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CUBA. 15369.234, Feb 25 at 2303, RHC is S9+10 and distorted, now 
day 14 = two weeks of off-frequency, which is very stable, every time 
I measure it within 1 or 2 Hz, maybe within my own margin of error. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 18079-CW, Feb 26 at 1543, CO8LY is the OSOB, per QRZ.com:

I used to hear him on 
the 12 m band, but now he’s the OSOB on **17** m. And nothing on the 
16 m ISWBC band either.

*x SOLOMON ISLANDS. 7138-LSB, Feb 22 at 0654, H44MS calling CQ DX over 
and over, calls fonetikally. Much better signal than we ever get from 
SIBC on 9545 or 5020; what does that tell us? So I then check 5020 and 
get a JBA carrier next to Cuba.

9490, Feb 21 at 0106, no signal from Issoudun, and 
maybe no jamming either yet; tho registered to start at 0100 with RMI 
programming, i.e. Radio Republica --- but I think that only apply once 
CubAmerican DST be in effect from March 9. 


Checking because RTI has publicized that it will experiment with 
revived Spanish broadcasts UT Feb 23-26 at 0100-0130 on 9490, site not 
specified but surely FRANCE. And again at 0300-0330 on 9500, because 
jamming and R.R. will still be on 9490 at that time. Voluntarily 
picking a frequency ever subject to Cuban jamming is foolish, as it 
may well extend beyond the *‘necessary’* hours [see TURKEY]. 


Sure enough at 0157 recheck, jamming is already running on 9490, and 
the ISS carrier cuts on just in time at *0159:39, but any programming 
to follow is inaudible under jamming. Propagation from Europe is 
degraded anyway now, K-index 4 at 0300 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TAIWAN [non]. 9490, Feb 25 at 0108, no signal from RTI's alleged 
4-night test in Spanish to S America at 0100-0130 via mystery site. It 
was supposed to start UT Feb 23 but not checked until now. There was a 
JBA signal in Chinese(?) until 0100* as RTI was already scheduled 
direct from Taiwan so more likely audible is CNR1 jamming. It would 
hardly make sense to try a mostly day-path on 9 MHz band to the other 
worldside. 


It goes off at 0100 sharp and nothing further detectable here, so I 
spot-check 9490 on numerous remotes starting with UTwente after 
confirming WOR at 0108 on 7780: Nothing there. Nor any of these until 
0119: Nanning, Rockport, KFS, NSW, Tokyo, Pardinho, Florida, VE6JY, 
Bogota, RSA. Rockport and KFS do get some residual jamming. I think 
it's safe to say the test is not on air tonight. Wolfgang Bueschel 
reached the same conclusion. He was getting it last night UT Feb 24, 
best signal via Sevilla SDR. His best guesses for site: Issoudun, 
Nauen or Moosbrunn, discounting Kostinbrod and Maiac (Bulgaria, 
Pridnestrovye) because their audio quality is not so good. 


Then wb and I both asked Jeff White, now at HFCC Malaysia, to confirm 
whether it’s WRMI via Issoudun. I had figured this was the obvious 
source since RMI/TDF was already registered 9490, but unused at 0100, 
rather Radio Republica not until *0200 as I recently monitored. Jeff 
replies to me: ‘No, we have nothing to do with these RTI tests, and 
TDF knows nothing about them either.*° 


BTW, Aljazeera computes that as of Feb 23, Malaysia had 22 confixrmed 
Coronavirus cases but 15 had recovered and been released. HFCC had 
been planned for China but had to be removed. 


A repeat of the Spanish test was supposed to be at 0300-0330 on 9500, 
but not heard then either by Bogota, but a JBA carrier here UT Feb 25, 
probably CNR1 as scheduled. I don’t bother to check all the other 
remotes again. So the mystery remains: whence the tests, will they 
recur tomorrow, and/or become permanentized? If we do have another 
chance, TDOA should be invoked (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 

{not checked here UT Feb 26, but wb says it was not on then either? 


xx TURKEY. 5960, Feb 20 at 2346, VOT English made it on air today, but 
now wrapping up with canned totally wrong A-19 English schedule, as I 
have previously explained in detail; which usually plays at sign-on.

Already off at 2349 recheck, if it lasted for entire transmission, but 
no collision this week of German from Turkey vs English from Germany, 
Mighty Farty KBC at 0000 Feb 23 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx TURKEY. 5960, Feb 23 at 2340, VOT English to us is AWOL again. 
Something’s always erroneous at Emirler (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xxk TURKEY. 5960, Feb 24 at 2305, 2327 and 2350 chex, NO signal from 
Voice of Turkey, English to North America. Something's always 
erroneous at Emirler. 


I also found no such signal Feb 23 at 2340, but Wolfgang Bueschel was 
hearing it at 2315-2323 in Europe and via remotes in eastern America. 
Maybe it went off early (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 5960, Feb 25 at 2302, notably, VOT English is on today but 
undermodulated. Something's always erroneous at Emirler (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) {missing again Feb 26% 


*x*x US A [and non]. 366 kHz, Feb 23 at 0710 UT, ND beacon EOK, which 
is 25 watts from Keokuk, Iowa; new one here; mixing with YMW and dash,

xx US A. 13565-CW, Feb 22 at 1452, K6FRC beacon is JBA, first time 
heard since Feb 5, always around this time of day if at all. Another 
Californian with a lot more power and a lot more kHz is still

breakdown? Not for long; is there at 2350 check, only fair in 
Brazuguese. Apparently still on a scheduled break at 2200-2300. 


9330, Feb 23 at 1919, NO signal from World's Last Chance, supposed to 
be on now in Arabic, which ought to be audible tho aimed thataway. 
Oh3, another breakdown? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

On at full strength S9/+10, Feb 24 at 
1517, gospel huxter in English about Genesis. So it’s erratic, why?

At 0238 DJ recommends SWLs tune to the webcast --- but 
there are no SWLs at the moment; 0350 check it’s on again with rock DJ

Rather surprised to find a ‘‘normal’* situation as K-index at 0300 was 
4 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 2097.3, Feb 21 at 0627 and 1320 chex, single-letter 
beacon A is on and audible every ten seconds (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5050, Feb 22 at 0655, weak carrier in 5040 RHC splash, 
and nothing on 5055 which might be 4KZ. Certainly not WWRB, and 
nothing else scheduled at this hour, not even China or India, which 
would not be propagating this early anyway. Europirate? (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5050, Feb 23 at 0645, mystery carrier here again, S8-S9 
but no modulation audible vs 5040 RHC splash. Another possibility: 
like the 11850 transmitter, a +10 kHz JBA spur from it; but cannot 
hear a match at minus 10 on 5030, altho more splash there from 5025. 
Further, the crummy modulation of 5040 is not like that on 11850 if it
